M. Flammarion Argues Against 
British Astronomer's Theory. 


POSITION OP THE EAETH IN DOUBT 


French Savant Think* View That 


Onr Planet In Centr>r of the lul- 
vernc In Kancilol— B«*rthclot

The New York Herald's European 


edition publishes the following from its 
Paris correspondent: 


The thesis expounded by Dr. Albert 


Russell Wallace that the earth is the 
only planet in the stellar universe 
where development of organized intel- 
ligent life exists is not accepted by 11. 
Camille Flamuiarion. The author-as- 
tronomer said the other day that he 
was in absolute disagreement on the 
subject in question vath his British 
confrere. 


"First of all,"' said M. Flammarion. 


"let me say Dr. Wallace as a great nat- 
uralist and an eminent sa\ ant lias my 
very highest esteem and sincere rever- 
ence. 


"From my scrutiny of his arguments 


it would appear that his fundamental 
proposition is that our planet is at the 
center of the universe and that the ecd 
and purpose of creation is our human- 
ity. To establish, this proposition Dr. 
Wallace declares that our sun is the 
•Center of a globular star cluster and 
that this star cluster occupies nearly 
the central position in the plane of the 
milky way. I regret to say in this he 
has doubly erred. 


"In the first place, our sun does not 


constitute part of a globular star clus- 
ter; secondly, it is' not at the center of 
the plane of the milky way. The dis- 
tance of thirty stars is known to us. 
The nearest, for example, is Alpha Ceii- 
tauri, which is 41,000.000,000,000 kilo- 
meters away. 
The farthest is 1830

In certain parts of 
the heavens we do not see any stars, 
but It would be madness to conclude 
that Hie end of the uni\erse had been 
reached.

sighted rnau were to claim that there 
were 110 stars except those which he 
could see. 


"In regard to light, it is an admitted 


theory that luminous waves from a 
source'of light are traiiMmlt"d with- 
out losing anything of their intensity. 
Therefore, it is said, if the stiirs, were 
infinite in number and equally distrib- 
uted throughout the unhiTsp it would 
be as light by night ns by day. These 
arguments aie not embarrassing. 1'irst 
of all. it appears certain that the stars 
are not regularly distributed, but are 
propped in masses in vast agglomen;- 
tious. 


"And as for the light theory, it has 


only been verified over relatively small 
distances, but light, -which travels at a 
rate of 77.000 leagues a second, takes 
100.000 ji-ais to come from some stars 
to the earth. It is quite possible that 
01 er such v.ist space it is diminished 
WKCh in iii!cn«ity. 


"The earth is by no means in a pirv- 


tlfged situation, nor is the sun the cen- 
ter of the universe. There are so many 
stars bigger than the svtu that not a 
siugle astronomer will dream for a 
moment of defending any such hypoth- 
eses which are in contradiction and are 
mere fruits of the imagination."

At the k-Katiou of tbe Argentine Ke- 


public ill Washington there was given 
out the other night u statement deny- 
ing that that government had asked for 
an alliance with the United States in 
connection v.'Ith its recent note on 
sonic features of tho Venezuelan inci- 
dent, says the New York Press. This 
statement is of importance because it 
shows, lirst, that Argentina is the first 
South Aincric::ii country to indorse 
formally the Monroe doctrine and, sec- 
ond, that she asks Secretary Hay to 
recognize an extension of that doctrine. 
After making the denial which has 
bee:i mentioned the statement contin- 
ues: 


'•In 'fact the dispatch of Dr. Drago, 


minister of foreign relations of the Ar- 
gentine Republic, aimed only to explain 
to his diplomatic agent in Washington 
tbe views of his home government rel- 
ative to the coercive e'ollectiou of pub- 
lic debts of American states by Kuro- 
peau nations and instructed him to 
convey those views to Secretary Hay, 
expressing his hope that the doctrine 
of international public law set forth 
by the Argentine government should, 
prove acceptable to the United States. 


"Tailing into consideration the tea 


character of many of the obligation? 
contracted by the governments of the 
minor South American republics, the 
Argentine government has felt thai 
there is greater danger to the peace ot 
the continent if the compulsory de- 
mand of immediate payment of public 
debts or national obligations is*to he 
accepted in silence without discrimina- 
tion as a right of the stronger powers 
of Europe to control and dominate the 
weaker and struggling states of Cen- 
tral and South America. 


"On this point the Argentine minis- 


ter of foreign relations in his note re- 
marks that the capitalist who supplies 
any money to a foreign state always 


es into consideration the resources 


of the country and the more or less 
probabilities that the obligations •will 
be filled without difficulty. Dr. Drago 
says further on this: 'The compulsory 
and immediate demand for payment at 
a given moment of a public debt by 
means of force would not produce oth- 
er than the ruin of the weaker nations 
and the absorption of their govern- 
ments altogether, with all its inherent 
'acuities, by the powerful nations of 
lie earth.' 
"Dr. Drago also cites enunciations by 


Hamilton and provisions of the consti- 
tution of tbe United States in this con- 


j nection. Dr. Drago explicitly disclaims 
any intention to defend bad faith or 
irregularities and deliberate and volun- 
tary insolvency. 


" 'We do not pretend, neither can we 


pretend,' he says, 'that these' nations 
shall occupy an exceptional position in 
their relations -with the European pow- 
ers, who have the undoubted right to 
protect their subjects as amply as in 
any other part of the globe against 


! prosecution or from any injustice they 


j may have been victims of. 
The only 


' thing that tbe Argentine Republic 


i maintains is the principle already ac- 


I ccpted that there cannot be European 
i territorial expansion in America or op- 


j pression of the people of this continent 
because their 
unfortunate financial 


condition might oblige one of them to 
put off the fulfillment of its obligation. 
The principle which we maintain is 
that a public debt cannot give rise to 
an armed intervention and much less 
to the territorial occupation of the soil 
of American nations by any European 
power.' 


"Complying \rith bis instructions. 


Minister Mcrou left a copy of the com- 
munication received from his minister 
of foreign relations -with the secretary 
of state. In his reply Mr. Hay did not 
express assent or dissent to the doc- 
trine of public law set forth in the note 
of the Argentine minister of foreign re- 
lations. 
He cited the riluister to the 


messages of the president of Dec. C. 
1001. and Dec. 2. 1!K)2. 


"Secretary Hay stated further that 


'advocating and adhering in practice 
in questions concerning itself to the 
resort of intemntiounl arbitration in 
settlement of controversies not adjusta- 
ble by the orderly treatment of diplo- 
matic negotiation, the government of 
the United States •would always be 
glad to see questions of the justice of; 
claims by one state against another'. 
growing ottt of individual wrongs or' 
national obligations, as well as the ] 
guarantees for tbe execution of wbat- i 
ever award rany lie made, left ?o the \

impartial arliilr.ilion i
